total 0. S, foreign Intelligence effort and that in carrying out his 
task the President expects the Director to work closely with the 
heads of all depart nente and agencies having responsibilities in 
the foreign intelligence field. It ie my opinion that if the Mil 
(M. ft, 69661 remains as reported cut by the Committee serious 
damage will result to the intelligence community and to the 
Central Intelligence Agency. The effectiveness of future Directors 
and Deputy Directors will be impaired. The damage to the Agency 
will not be felt Immediately but most certainly will be reflected in 
recruitment failures and a resulting impairment in our ability to 
secure the services of the > oat competent people in senior positions 
in the Agency in the future. 

Because of your Committee's particular and special interest 
in the Central Intelligence Agency, and because you are one Committee 
of the Hod#* I cma appeal to ia this matter, 1 urge that this bill 
be ameddf’d to rectify t&d ina -uity as it now appears la the MU. The 
enclosed emhadn- eats would la effect re-establish the classifications included 
In the original Udali bill.
